The commerce committee will act 
Wednesday on the appointment of 
former WPA Administrator Harry 
Hopkins to be secretary of com- 
merce. 
Senate leaders predicted all three 
would be confirmed. 
The relief problem was centered 
for the time being in a senate ap- 
propriations subcommittee. Col. F. 
C. Harrington, new WPA chief, 
urged the committee to approve 
an $875,000,000 appropriation, to 
run WPA for the next five months 
Instead of the. $725,000,000 voted by 
the house last week. 
Harrington said the larger sum, 
recommended by President Roose- 
velt, was required to meet air WPA 
needs. Committee Chairman Adams 
(D-Colo) said on the other hand 
that the group would consider cut- 
ting tho appropriation under the 
house figure. 
Senator Hatch (D-NM) proposed 
to tho senate throe amendments to 
the appropriation measure to re- 
strict political activity among re- 
lief workers.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—W>— 
President Roosevelt announced the 
creation by executive order today 
of a federal real estate board. 
In a special message to congress, 
Mr. Roosevelt said the 
board's 
duties would Include recommenda- 
tions for disposition of surplus real 
estate owned by the government. 
He added It would also make re- 
commendations 
regarding "the 
situation in different communities 
adversely affected by the loss of 
tax revenue on land purchased or 
acquired by the federal govern- 
ment." 


The president said the executive 
order carried out a recommenda- 
tion of a special committee named 
by him in 1935 to study federal 
ownership of real estate and its 
bearing on local taxation, 
The board will consist of one rep- 
resentative each of the treasury 
procurement division, the -depart- 
ments of agriculture, commerce, In- 
terior, justice, navy and war, the 
Tennessee Valley Authority and 
the bureau of the budget. These 
members will be appointed by the 
heads of the departments. The 
treasury department representative 
will serve as temporary chairman 
pending selection of a permanent 
head. 


The president's order requires! 
maintenance by the procurement 
division of a permanent current 
record of all federal real estate. 
It also, requests executive depart- 
ments and agencies contemplating 
acquisition of real estate to find 
out from the procurement division 
whether any property owned by the 
government might be available for 
the purpose contemplated. In all 
such cases the departments would 
be required to confer first with 
the real estate board. 
The committee's report showed 
that the federal government owns 
approximately 20 per cent of' all 
the land in the United States. Its 
holdings In the 
middle of 1937 
were tabulated at 394,657,721 acres 
of land, valued, with Improve- 
ments, at $4,696,062,000. 
It 
consists 
mainly 
of parks, 
grazing lands, wild life refugees 
and similar acreage and Is located 
In all of the states and In 2,638 of 
the 3,071 counties In the country. 
Holdings vary greatly from state 
to state, running as high as 82 
per cent of Nevada and as low as 
.1 of 1 per cent in Iowa. 


The report estimated property 
taxes on the federal land would 
amount to $91,051,374 at 1037 val- 
uations, but .pointed out that he 
states receive -much larger sums 
from the federal government in 
various forms of aid for relief, 
highways and other purposes.

NAVAL PLANS FOR IMMEDIATE 


FORTIFICATION OF GUAM MAY 


BRING HOT FIGHT IN CONGRESS 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—(/Pi- 
Naval plans for Immedlnte fortifi- 
cation of the island of Guam may 
become the focal point for a fur- 
ious congressional 
debate 
over 
President Roosevelt's 
$552,000,000 
defense program. 


Well-informed legislators 
said 
today the project pointed toward 
a complete re-orientation of Amer- 
ican policies in the Far East. 


The president's defense message 
to congress yesterday endorsed the 
suggestion of a naval board for Im- 
mediate establishment of a major 
air and submarine base on thro island 
—only about 1,500 miles 
from 
Tokyo. 


Such a base, the board said, 
would: 


1. Assure practical Immunity of 
the Philippines against a major 
attack. 


.2. Reduce to Its simplest terms 
the defense of Hawaii and the con- 
tinental coast of the United States. 


3. Assure the 
ability 
of the 
American fleet to operate with 
greater freedom In meeting emer- 
gency conditions that hlght arise 
In the Atlantic. 


Tojtyo already has eyed with an 
noyance tho establishment of an 
American trans-Pacific commercial 
airline which has way points at 
Honolulu, 
Midway, 
Wake 
and 
Guam. Japanese newspapers said 
these Islands could be used for 
military as well as commercial 
planes.

FORT WORTH, Jon.

Farm people, as well as state and 
federal officials, must take a part 
in the planning of the nation's ag- 
ricultural program, M. L. Wilson, 
under secretary of agriculture, de- 
clared Friday morning when ho dis- 
cussed "The New Department of 
Agriculture" at the annual meeting 
of the Texas Agricultural Work- 
ers' Association at Fort Worth. 
"We need, if our plans are de- 


veloped Into a workable program, 
to base our decisions- upon the 
combined judgments of experts, 
offlcals and farmers," Wilson de- 
clared. 


Dr. Walter P. Webb, professor 


of history at the University of 
Texas, and Dr. Helen M. Strong, 
head of education relations of the 
soil conservation service, Wash- 
ington, D. C,, were other princi- 
pal speakers. 


The meeting was 
opened by 
Louis P. Merrill, Fort Worth, as- 
sociation president and regional 
conservator of the soil conserva- 
tion service. Mayor T. J. Hateell 
welcomed the visitors, and Ster-\ 
ling C. Evans, Houston, president 
of the Houston Bank for Co-Oper- 
atlvos, replied for tho workers. 
Sectional Meetings. 
Friday 
afternoon was to be 
spent in sectional meetings study- 
ing horticulture, agricultural econ- 
omics, the home, animal Industry 
and conservation. 


Wilson paid tribute In his ad- 
dress to several Texans as he cit- 
ed accomplishments In agricultur- 
al problems. Two of these were 
President T. O. Walton of Texas 
A. and M. College, and Director 
C. C. Williamson of the Texas Ag- 
ricultural Extension Service. 
"It seems to us that the state 
soil conservation districts law* are 
destined

AID EFFORT SOLVE

ROME, Jan. 14.—(ff)—Premier 


Mussolini agreed In his talks with 
Prime 
Minister Chamberlain to 
co-operate In tho world effort to 
solve the Jewish refugee problem, 
British circles disclosed today. 


This was seen as tho sole con- 
crete achievement of tho visit, 
although the fascist press asserted 
It hod opened the way to new 
European 
and 
Mediterranean 
equilibrium. 
In a statement to the Italian 
press before his departure Cham- 
berlain declared ho as "more than 
over convinced of the good faith 
and good will of tho Italian gov- 
ernment" and that his visit would 
prove fruitful. "for European col- 
laboration." 


Chamberlain said ho had not 


come to Rome for specific ac- 
cords "but rather 
to 
obtain 
through personal contacts more 
Intimate 
understanding to 
the 


points of view of the two coun- 
tries. 


"That objective has been ful- 
ly realized," he said. 
• Tho British prime minister 'was :. 
represented as convinced n Duce 
was willing to help In finding 
now homes for Jews. He did not 
get any Idea, however, what lines 
Mussolini's 
co-operation 
would 
take. 


President Roosevelt's views on 
the Issue were believed to have 
been touched upon, but Is was un- 
drstood that the solution of the 
problem would be explored later 
through normal diplomatic chan- 
nels. 


Spain WAI the only other sub- 
ject discussed at length, British 
sources said. But all that Cham- 
berlain wai able to obtain from 
his host on thin score was II 
Duce's "willingness" to abido by 
the 
non-intervention

agreement for withdrawal of for- 
eign troops from the civil war, 


Other Problems Not Reached. 
Other grave European problems 
which may produce the Rome- 
Borlln-Tokyo triangle's 1939 war 
scare hardly wore touched upon, 
British circles Indicated. 


Chamberlain was represented as 
appreciative of Italy's Increasing- 
ly Important role in the Medlter- . 
ranean, but there was nothing to 
show that he had—as tho news- 
paper II Messaggoro said—recog- 
nized Italy's "Imperial 
parity" 
with Great Britain. 


British circles said Italy's "na- 
tural aspirations" were not de- 
fined and there was no "discus- 
sion" of fascist claims on France. 
They said, however, that in many

Leon C. Phil- 
lips' forces as their first step to- 
ward preventing construction of 
the dam which would inundate 
about 200,000 acres, half of them 
on the Oklahoma side of the river. 
The "consent" law grants 
the 
federal government permission to 
purchase lands In Oklahoma, 
Harris, who has been In charge 


of the federal government's land 
condemnation litigation In Okla- 
homa, pointed to the two federal 
supreme court decisions to sup- 
port his contention that consent 
by the state didn't matter. 


One of the supreme court opln- 
lons mentioned by Harris was 


written by Chief Justice Hughes 
In 
1987 concerning 
the 
fifth 
amendment 
to the constitution 
which prohibits the national gov- 
ernment from taking land without 
just compensation, 
Hughes held 
that this Implied the government 
could make purchases when a. just 
compensation was made. 
The Hughes opinion also states 
"the right of emlnont domain in- 
heres In the federal government 
by virtue of its sovereignty and 
thus 
It may, regardless 
of the 
wishes either of tho owners or of 
the states, acquire tho lands which 
it needs within their borders." 
Harris said Justice Strong also 
wrote In 1876 that no state could 
"prescribe the manner In which It 
(the right of eminent doman) must 
be exercised. The consent of 
a 
state can never be a condition 
precedent to Its enjoyment." 
Gov. Philips has expressed op- 
position to the proposed dam on 
grounds it would be injurious to 
Oklahoma.

emergency funds appropriated for 
tho fiscal years 1935-39. 
He submitted an annual report 
of the national emergency council, 
showing disbursement by 61 agen- 
cies for tho following purposes: 
Highways, roads, streets, eto., 
$2,503,719,922; public buildings $746,- 
146,608; housing, $119,547,962; pub- 
lic recreational facilities, $735,003,- 
177; conservation work, $1,045,663,- 
278; electric, water and sewage util- 
ities, $508,531,654; transporatfon fa- 
cilities, 
$247,503,444; 
educational, 
professional and clerical projects, 
$950,084,013; sewing canning and 
similar projects, $772,396,022; rural 
resettlement and direct relief, $478,- 
314,606; grants to states for relief, 
$933,442,607. 
Administration of the spending, 
which primarily was through the 
WPA, 
cost $504,927,867. 
The report, which showed detail- 
ed figures on how and where the 
money was spent up to December 
31, 1938, showed that expenditures 
included $1,305,802,580 by the WPA; 
$029,721,347 by the federal emerg- 
ency relief administration, which 
preceded WPA, and $541,034,556 by 
the Civilian Conservation Corps. 
The remainder was disbursed by 
numerous regular and new federal 
agencies.

greater protection to our people," 
the president said, "rather than 
turning to untried and demonstra- 
bly unsound panaceas." 
His message made no direct ref- 


erence, however, to old age pen- 
sion proposals. 
The president emphasized the de- 
sirability of affording greater old 
age security. 
He 
described as 


sound a '"two-fold approach" rec- 
ommended by the social security 
board on this point. 
Begin Payment Soon. 
"One way," he said, "Is to be- 
gin payment of monthlv old age 
Insurance benefits sooner, and to 
liberalize the benefits to be r-!d 
In early years. 
"The other way Is to make 
proportionately 
larger 
federal 
grants In aid to those 
ites with 
limited fiscal capacities, so that 
they may provide more adequate 
assistance ' to those In need. This 
result can and should be accom- 
plished In such a way as to In- 
volve little, if any, additional cost 
to the federal government. Such a 
method embodies a principle that 
may well be applied to other fed- 
eral grants-In-ald." 
The president also described as 
sound 
two 
approaches 
recom- 


mended by the board for greater 
aid to dependent children. 
"One way," he said, "Is to ex- 


tend our federal old ag insurance 
system so as to provide regular 
monthly benefits not only to the 
aged but also to the dependent 
children of workers dying before 
reaching retirement age.

Regarding the old age and un- 


employment compensation systems,

the case of the federal old age In- 
surance system.

This is 
necessarily so in order that these 
benefits may accomplish their pur- 
pose of forestalling defendency.
